Held in a rising freshet by 
a log that “had turned with him, 
Alphonso Price was drowned 
yesterday artemon in the Aliso 
creek four miles above El Toro, 
Price's son and step-son were 
present when the fatal acci­ 
dent occurred, and could do 
nothing to save Price, 
For the last three years, Price and 
his family have lived on a ranch in 
the Aliso Canyon. Yesterday he and 
his son and step-son went 
to 
the 
creek to save a waterlog trough that 
had been disturbed by rising water. 
Price started to cross the creek on 
a log. When over the center of the 
stream, the log turned 
and 
threw 
Price into the water, which at that 
time was but a foot or two deep. The 
man’s leg was caught in such a man­ 
ner that he could not free himself, 
and though (he was able to keep his 
head above water he could do that 
but for a few minutes, for the creek 
was rapidly rising. 
There seemed to have been a cloud­ 
burst up the canyon, for just at that 
time the stream began to rise with 
great rapidity. In the next twenty 
minutes M went up three or four feet. 
James Cook and others who were 
living near were called. The son and 
etejsson are both grown men, but 
they could do nothing in the danger­ 
ous flood. 
The water went down as quickly 
as it had risen, and after considerable 
trouble the man’s lifeless body was 
brought to the bank. Throughout the 
flood it had been held against the 
log. which was not taken downstream 
by the freshet. /Efforts to revive the 
man failed. 
•Word of the tragedy was sent to 
Coroner Winbigler at Santa Ana. 
The coroner went to the place, and 
returned here with the remains, ar- 
riving late last night,

The bandits boarded the train at 
'Dryden; and leveled their revolvers 
at the engineer and compelled the 
brakeman to detach the engine, lug­ 
gage, mail and express cars, and run 
them two miles down the road from 
the remainder of the train. 
One of 
the men covered the engineer, while 
the other covered Trousdell and com­ 
manded him to open the mail pouches. 
Trousdell caught the bandit off ills 
guard, seized a heavy 'wooden mallet 
end dealt a terrific blow on his head, 
killing him instantly. Hhe grabbed the 
bandit's gun and shot the second rob­ 
ber when he approached.

OVERHEAD IRRIGATION 


Among other schemes to economize 
and get the best use of water for irri­ 
gation is one installed 
by 
Robert 
Baird on a ten-acre unit of his orange 
grove near Porterville, Tulare county. 
The system consists of a number of 
pipe lines carried above the tops of 
the trees, with sprinkling nozzles at 
short, intervals. These pipes are sup­ 
plied under pressure, and by 
their 
means an artificial rainfall is directed 
on the trees by the turning of a faucet. 
The plan is 
very 
expensive, 
of 
course, in the way of installation, but 
apart from that it has many advant­ 
ages. 
In any system of irrigation at 
grade it becomes necessary to level 
the ground so that water may reach 
every part of the acreage in cultiva­ 
tion, and with the use of overhead 
pipes all this initial cost is 
avoided. 
Moreover, orange trees do 
remark­ 
ably well in the lower foothill lands 
of the San Joaquin valley because of 
their 
comparative 
immunity 
from 
frosts, and in such orchards an over­ 
head apparatus for irrigation is ideal. 
There 
is 
st il l another 
advantage 
claimed on behalf of overhead water­ 
ing in that it can be 
employed 
to 
raise the temperature on frosty nights. 
The temperature of well water in 
the Porterville neighborhood stands 
around 65 degrees as a usual thing, 
and by turning on the spray during 
a cold night it is claimed that the at­ 
mosphere can be kept above freezing 
point. 
The plan is ingenious 
and 
much 
less expensive in operation than other 
forms of irrigation. 
As for the orig­ 
inal cost of installation. Mr. Baird is 
quoted as saying that it amounts to 
about $150 an acre. 
He is planning 
the installaiton of pipe lines for five 
additional ten-acre tracts and expects 
eventually to irrigate his whole or­ 
chard of 120 acres in that way.

We have bought and 
sold those rasers for some years and under that decision we are infring­ 
ing on that patent right if we sell them for less than the fixed price (95). 
The law don’t provide for such a practice but the court “roads it 
into the law” and there is no remedy for the people. 
It is a broadside 
decision and there is no way to get around it In the case of any pat­ 
ented article unless the laws are changed or the decision Is recalled. 


Of course we can buy another razor for less money- 
thousands of other articles covered by this same ruling.
